in 1871 to devote him self to literature 
and statecraft. 
He was editor of the 
New York Citizen for several years, 
an alderm an of New York City. m em ­ 
ber of c o ag ress 1878-75, chairm an exec­ 
utive com m ittee of 1870 In the fight 
against th e Tw eed ring, U nited S t a t e s 
m inister to T he N eth erlan d s In 1888* 
90, and tre a s u re r of the Democratic

co m m ittee a t the 
time of 
C leveland’s second election. 
From early life Mr. Roosevelt was 
deeply Interested In field sports and 
w as active In th e promotion of socie­ 
ties and clubs f >r the protection of 
game. 
He w as president, of the New 
York International A ssociation for the 
Protection of Game, and for twenty 
years the ch airm an of the New York 
fishery commission. 
H e y a s chairman 
of the co m m ittee for th e protection of 
soldiers during the w ar with Spain and 
at one tim e the president of the 8on* 
of the A m erican Revolution.
